OFFICERS OF STEAMER 
BELIEVE THAT WOMAN

Mrs. Cannon Left Home of 
Sister on Peachtree on De- 
cember 7, and Next Rela- 
tives Heard of Her Was in 
Letter From Captain. 


Further investigation made yester- 
day into the mysterious disappearance 
one week ago of Mrs. Alice Cannon, 
age 45, of 428 Peachtree street, have 
led officials of the Ocean Steamship 
line, at Savannah, Ga., to believe that 
she jumped overboard their steamer 
into the Savannah river or into the At- 
lantie ocean, as the ship plied its 
course to New York city. 

Her disappearance was discovered 
last Saturday, the day after sailing,

when she failed to respond to a call, 


from the stewardess of the ship, who 
came to awaken her. 

Joe P. Cannon, a son, who lives near 
Atlanta, is now in New York city prob- 
ing his mother’s disappearance. : 

“Death Note” Denied. 

Reports that Mrs. Cannon had left a 
“death note” in her cabin which had 
been found by the ship’s officials were 
gtoutly denied by members of the fam- 
ily here last night. This adds to the 
mystery, as there now no positiv 
evidence, so far as known, as to 
what has become of her. ' 

‘Her relatives here are leaving 
stone unturned to ascertain her where- 
abouts, although last night, after a 
week’s fruitless search that extended 
from Atlanta to Savannah and New 
York, and back again, they gave up 
all hope of locating her. They believe 
now that her body lies at the bottom 
of the Atlantic ocean. 

On Thursday of last week, December 
7. Mrs. Cannon disappeared from the 
Peachtree home of her sister, Mrs. S. 
C. McCrae. Her suitcase and large part 
of her clothes were gone. She left a 
note that she would be gone a few 
days. It was believed that she had 
gone to New York city, where her

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FREE PASS PROBE 
UPENS IN ATLANTA 


Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Begins Investiga- 
tion of Alleged “Dummy” 
Employees of Railroads. 


Richard T. Eddy, Jr., attorney and 
special investigator for the interstate 
commerce commission, with a commit- 
tee from the commission opened an 
examination Friday in the federal 
building into the use of passes by peo- 
ple in the southeast when issued to 
them by railroads. 

The custom of giving passes has 
been abused by the railroads of the 
country to a considerable extent, he 
stated. A number of witnesses were 
called Friday. Mr. Eddy explained 
that his investigation was not in the 
nature of prosecution, Dut he was 
simply gathering data for the use of 
the commission and that if it was 
found the custom was being unduly 
abused legislation would probably fol- 
low. It is alleged that in many cases 
manufacturers and others who might 
throw business to the railroads have 
been made “dummy” employees so 
they could be given passes. 

J. S. Maben, of Birm?tngham, presi- 
dent of the Schloss-Sheffield Steel 
company, was the first witness called. 
He testified that he is a director in 
the Northern Alabama railroad and 
received passes over that road and 
over the Southern Alabama railroad, 
which ig controlled by the Northern. 

Owned One Share. 

He stated that he owned one share 
of stock and attended the directors’ 
meeting every year in New York, for 
which he received $10. John B. Mun- 
son, vice president of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, told the com- 
mittee that his road has been accus- 
tomed to issuing passes to any other 
road at their request on its assurance 
that the passes would be used only by 
reputable persons. The investigation 
had been directed to the use of passes 
by physicians, attorneys, directors of 
subsidiary corporations, employees of

Five offices were eliminated by cut- 
ting out the salaries attached thereto 
and three others.were rej ged in sal- 
ary by the action of the salary com-. 
mittee of council yesterday afternoon. 
Their recommendations will be pre- 
sented to council at its next meeting 
and then will be referred to the coun- 
cil and finance committee of 1917. 

The offices that were cut out of the 
city departments were ‘one investigator 
in the office of the city attorney, ata 
salary of $1,500; assistant in charge of 
streets in the chief of construction’s 
office, salary $2,600; assistant in charge 
of sidewalks in the same office, salary 
$1,500; assistant in charge of sewers in 
the same office, salary $2,400; phy- 
sician at city prison, salary $1,800. 


The committee cut the salary of the 
superintendent of the city garage from 


$1,500 to $1,200, that of the assistant 
chief of construction from $2,800 to 
$2,400 and that of the superintendent 
of schools from $4,000 to $3,600. 
Total Cut of $10,900, : 
The total cuts adopted by the com- 
mittee reduces the expense to the city 
exactly $10,900. The action of the com- 
mittee was watched with considerable 
interest, by a number of city officials. 
It was very plainly stated by members 
of council not on the committee that

YIELDS 10 ALLIES 
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Reported That Ultimatum 
Has Been Accepted — All 
Greek Troops to Be With- 
drawn From Thessaly. 


London, December 15.--The Greek 
government has accepted the ultimatum 
presented by the entente allies, says a 
dispatch from Athens to the Central 
News. 


The ultimatum to Greece was pre- 


sented yesterday and expired at 2 
o'clock today. There are indications 
that the terms were agreed to. but so 
far the British foreign office has re- 
ceived no news of their acceptance. 

All Greek troops are to be withdrawn 
from Thessaly, accordin® to the de- 
mands, and only a certain number of 
soldiers are to be concentrated in Pelo- 
ponnessus. 

The demands for reparation for the 
events of December 1 ang 2, when 
fighting took place between entente 
landing forces and Greek troops, are 
te be formulated later.

TB, ASHFORD NEAR 
DEATH AT HOSPITAL 


Police Are Now Making In- 
vestigation in the Hope of 
Learning How He Sustain- 
ed a Fractured Skull. 


As the result of a fractured skull, 
T. B. Ashford, age 35, a salesman of the 
Ashford Trunk and Bag company, 62 
North Broad street, is near death at 
Grady hospital, where he was rushed 
by city policemen who found him lying 
unconscious at the corner of Peachtree 
and Fourteenth streets. 

Not only are the police seeking to 
ascertain how Mr. Ashford was injured, 
but they are also seeking to discover 
the identity of a woman who telephon- 
ed police station that a man apparent- 
ly dead was lying at the corner of 
Peachtree and Fourteenth streets. The 
police think possibly that this woman 
might know something of how Mr. 
Ashford was hurt, and if it happened 
that he met with foul play at the hands 
of highwaymen. 

The theory is also advanced by the 
police that Mr. Ashford was hit by an 
automobile, which failed to stop, and 
left him alone. However, as Mr. Ash- 
ford was found about 8:30 o’clock on 
Peachtree and this point is well crowd- 
ed with machines at this hour, it is not 
thought that he could have been hit by 
a car without an eye-witness being 
present. 

He has been unable to give any par- 
ticulars of how he was hurt, as he has 
been unconscious since arriving at 
Grady. 

He was found by Policemen Kilpat- 
rick and Jeffries. 

Mr. Ashford lives at No. 79 West Fif- 
teenth street.

AMERICANS URGE 


Germany Condemned and 


United States Requested 
to Act at a Great” Mass 
Meeting Held in New York 


New York, December 15.—Vigorous 
expressions of indignation were voiced 
at a mass meeting held here tonight to 
protest against the “enslavement of 
Belgians” by the'German government. 
The deportation of the Belgian popu- 
lace was condemned in letters read 
from Theodore Roosevelt, Archbishop 
Ireland, Joseph M. Cheateé and Bishop 
Thomas O’Gorman, of sSioux Falls. 
Equally forceful were addresses deliv- 
ered by Elihu Root, James M. Peck, 
former assistant attorney general of 
the United States; Alton B. Parker and 
the Rev. William T. Manning, rector of 
Trinity church, who presided. 

Resolutions were adopted urging the 
“government of the United Stateg to 
protest with all its force the detesta- 
tion with which the American people 
regard these abuses and to request the 
German government in the name of all 
neuxrals to cease its policy of expatria- 
tion and slavery,” and pledging “our 
utmost support to the administration 
in whatever way it may conclude to 
act.” 3 ‘ 
“The meeting in New’ York in pro- 
test of deportation of Belgians,” Arch- 
bishop Ireland wrote, “receives a cor- 
dial and sympathetic re-echo from 
Americans elsewhere on the continent. 
The meeting speaks in the name of 
primary duties of justice and human- 
ity. Those to whom your protest is 
addressed will not, I believe, turn a 
deaf ear to your entreaties and will, on 
calmer thought, desist from the dread- 
ful rigors into which for the moment 
war passion has led them. The peace- 
abiding civilian population of a country 
has the inalienable right to live on 
their dwn soil. Forced labor on that of 
their foe finds nowhere justification.” 

“We have not come here to speak the 
language of hate,” Dr. Manning said. 
“We do not condemn indiscriminately 
the whole German people. We know 
that they have been misinformed, mis- 
led and cruelly betrayed sy those in 
whom they have trusted. We believe 
that there are many Germans who con- 
demn these infamous deeds as strong- 
ly as any of us do. We hope yet to see 
them free themselves from the power 
of autocratic and unscrupulous lead- 
ers who. have robbed Germany of her 
high place among the nations and car- 
ried her into crimes which have shock- 
ed and amazed the world. 

“Let the American people speak how 
with the voice which no one can mis- 
take or misunderstand.”

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President Has Decided to 
Transmit Notes of Central 
Powers to Entente Allies 
Without Making Any Com- 
ment. 


WILSON HOLDS HIMSELF 
IN READINESS TO SERVE 


And Later May Take Some 
Definite Action—Course to 
Be Pursued Made Known 
After President Conferred 
With Lansing and After 
Prolonged Cabinet Meeting 


Washington, December 15.—President 
Wilson has decided that the notes of 
the central powers proposing a discus- 
sion of peace to the entente allies will 
be sent forward by the American gov- 
ernment acting as intermediary with- 
out any accompanying mediation offer 
of its own. He has not determined 
whether any action in behalf of peace 
will be taken later by the United States 
on its own account, but is holding him- 
self in readiness to serve in any way 
possible toward bringing the warring 
nations together. 

The course to be pursued was made 
known tonight after the president had 
conferred with Secretary Lansing and 
after a prolonged cabinet meeting. It 
was stated that the delay in forwarding 
the notes to the entente capitals was 
due to the fact that the messages re- 
ceived from Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary and Turkey, identical in substance, 
differed slightly in phraseology as a 
result of different translations. They 
probably will be put on the cables to-| 
morrow. 

Wilsen Studies Peace Notes. 

Since the first note arrived, the one 
from Germany, the president and his 
closest advisers have been absorbed in 
study of the situation crewted. The 
Austrian note followed and the one 
from Turkey came late today, too late 
to be translated for the cabinet meet- 
ing. Those from Germany and Austria 
have been gone over carefully by the 
president and Secretary Lansing to 
make certain of their meaning and so 
that they may be sure to properly rep- 
resent the intent of the central powers. 

The fact that the cabinet meeting 
today lasted more than three hours and 
was the most prolonged of the year, 
attracted profound attention in official 
circles and led to all sorts of specu- 
lation. It was explained authoritative- 
ly later, however, that the meeting 
was devoted largely to consideration 
of departmental matters and had been 
prolonged because it was the first 
time since the campaign that all the 
members had been present. 

In other quarters than the white 
house it was learned that some word 
indicating the official attitude of the 
entente allies toward the peace pro- 
posal is being awaited with the deep- 
est interest by the American govern- 
ment. The president will not consider 
injecting the United States into the 
situation until he is thoroughly famil- 
iar with all its phases. 

Delay in Transmission. 

Secretary Lansing, explaining the 
delay in transmitting the communica- 
tions of the central powers, pointed 
out that the German note was trans- 
lated into English by Charge Grew at 
Berlin and the one from Austria by Am- 
bassador Penfield at Vienna, while the 
Turkish note came to the state depart- 
ment in French. As the communica- 
tions were intended to be identical, the 
state department does not desire to 
transmit three different versions, and 
when all three are in hand tomorrow, a 
plan to avoid this will be determined 
upon. : 

In England, France and Japan this 
government represents all three Teu- 
tonic countries and will, therefore, 
have to deliver three separate notes. 
In Russia and Serbia the United States 
represents both Austria and Germany 
and will have to send only two sepa- 
rate notes. Only to Belgium, where 
Austria is represented, and in Rumania, 
where Germany is represented, will it 
be possible to send only one note. 

To avoid duplication of cables by 
sending several copies of the same note 
to the same country and also to insure 
one official version for all three notes 
entrusted to this government, it is pos- 
sible that a careful translation will he 
made at the department and compared 
with the texts as arriving here. Even 
this involves a certain* amount of in- 
terpretation in translation, and some 
officials think it would be safer to di- 
rect the three American ambassadors in 
Berlin, Vienna and Constantinople 
send on the texts handed to them by 
the respective foreign offices for trans- 
mission in their original form to the 
countries named. : 

Switzerland's action in handing the 
German note to Italy without comment, 
as announced through the Italian par- 
liament by Foreign Minister Sonnino, 
was noted here with-~interest. 

Attitude of the Entente. 

Definite indication of the attitude of 
the entente allies expected in the 
speech of David Lloyd-George. the 
British prime minister, next Tuesday. 
Meanwhile the authorized statement of

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BILLS 10 DESTROY 
LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


Accumulate in Congress. 
Favorable Report on Meas- 
ure to Close the Mails to 
Liquor Advertising. 


‘Washington, December 15.—Legisla- 
tive measures aimed at destruction of 
the liquor traffic continue to accumu- 
late in congress as both houses are 
deluged with petitions from all parts 
of the country urging adoption of the 


national prohibition constitutional 


amendment and passage of other anti- 
liquor measures, including the Shep- 
pard bill to prohibit the manufacture 


and sale of liquor in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

The house  postoffice committee 
opened the door to another phase of the 
problem today in reporting favorably a 
bill by Representative Randall, of Cal- 
ifornia, designed to close the mails to 
advertising of any intoxicating liquors 
and to deny mail order®houses the right 
to go into either “wet” or “dry” ter- 
ritory to solicit sales through the me- 
dium of the mails. 

No move was made during the day 
by prohibition leaders in the house re- 
garding the constitutional amendment 
reported yesterday from the judiciary 
committee, but Representative Webb, 
chairman of the committee, plans to 
ask the rules committee for a special 
rule to get the resolution before the 
house soon after the holidays. 

Now that excitement occasioned by 
the unexpected action of the judiciary 
committee in recommending the resolu- 
tion has subsided house members are 
reflecting on the prospects for its pas- 
Sage as the consensus of opinion se€ms 
to be that it cannot get the necessary 
two-thirds majority in the sixty-fourth 
congress. Representative Webb is con- 
fident that the amendment will receive 
more votes than it did in the last con- 
gress and that by the time the next 
congress has considered the issue the 
victory’can be won. 

The District of Columbia prohibition 
bill was considered for severat hours 
in the senate today but was tempo- 
rarily laid aside after Senator Sheppard 


| had sought an agreement to vote next 


Monday. When opponents of th. meas- 
ure signified that they would be ready 
for a final vote at that time, Senator 
Jones, of Washington, as a friend of 
the bill, objected to fixing the date. 
Debate on the measure and the Under- 
wood amendment to provide for a ref- 
erendum on the issue to the voters of 
the district will be resumed tomorrow. 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, declaring 
fhat the Sheppard bill is a makeshift, 
submitted a substitute today which 
would not only prohibit the manufac- 
ture and sale of liquor in the capital, 
but also prevent its importation for 
personal use.

London, December 15.—Public opin- 
ion as represented by the British press 
was largely occupied today in discuss- 
ing the brief expression made yester- 
day by Andrew Bonar .Law, that the 
British government’s policy was atill 
based upon “adequate reparation for 
the past and security for the future.”

The newspaper points out that Ger- 
many’s chief appeal is to neutral senti- 
ment and that it is, therefore, of the 
greatest importance that Great Britain 
should carry neutral opinion in the 
final stage “by presenting our aims 
and objects in a manner which will 
kindle neutral sympathy and be closer 
to their understanding.”

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THE HOPE FOR PEACE. 


While the determined attitude of the 
Allies, as again set forth in Chancellor Bonar 
Law’s statement that reparation for the past 
and security for the future will be demanded 
from Germany, would seem to cast doubt 
upon the possibilities of peace growing out 
of the German proposals, the last few hours 
have given rise to the hope that perhaps, 
after all, a settlement of the European situ- 
ation may grow out of them. : 

There is a well-defined feeling that the 
German proposals were not of a final na- 
ture. In other words, they are regardred as 
very much like the first step in a trade; 
the offer is made and the party of the sec- 
ond part comes back with a counter offer. 
When that is done there is a basis for Con- 
ference, and once a conference is started, it 
usually leads to an agreement in the end. 

The statement is made that the Allies 
will not meet Germany’s offer with a flat 
rejection. They are coming back with their 


or

own terms,- which will undoubtedly be put 


just as strongly as they know how. Ger- 
many is sure to reject them, but if she 
shows an inclination to yield at certain 
points, doubtless the same disposition will 
be manifested on the part of her enemies. 
The real hope that some agreement may 


‘grow out of the German proposals arises 


from, the fact that both parties to the con- 


test are worn out and tottering on the verge 


of national bankruptcy. The flower of the 
manhood of almost every European nation 
has been shot to pieces; each warring na- 
tion is almost typified in its one-eyed, one- 
legged or one-armed cripples. 

Financially, England and her allies are 
very little better off than Germany. The 
United States federal reserve board has 
warned financiers in this country against 
accepting any more of the Allies’ paper. 
That is equivalent to casting a doubt upon 
the promise to pay of the Bank of England, 
once the world’s foremost finaacial institu- 
tion. .With British finances at that pass and 
a war expenditure of more than twenty-eight 
millions each day, even England is building 
a wall of debt which she may never scale. 
And if England finds difficulty in paying, 
what must be said of the others? 

There is plenty of loud talking about 
fighting to the finish, fighting for eternity, 
and all that sort of bluster; but there is a 
well-defined feeling tha@p every one of the 
warring countries is ready to seize upon any 
reasonable opportunity to settle it and quit. 

There is another reason for the belief 


‘that Germany will make further.concessions. 


There has been much talk about Russia’s 
readiness to make a separate peace. For 


this, it appears, judging by the reception of” 


the German proposals in Petrograd, there 
is no foundation. Germany has no hope, 
therefore, if it comes to negotiation, but to 
negotiate with the combination of all the 
Allies and to satisfy each of them. 

But whatever comes of it, it is not com- 
ing quickly. Even if it be possible to get to 
a basis of arbitration there will be pour- 
parleying for some weeks before that stage 
of it is reached. If it comes at all—that is 
the question—the world will have abundant 
reason for rejoicing.

can concentrate their attentions on produc- 
tion of commodities, the cost will drop, he 
says 

“Three causes have combined 6 oe 
about the present high prices of cotton an 
foodstuffs,” he asserts. “In the first place, 
we have the shortest grain crops for many 
years, and the smallest wheat crop, if I re- 
member correctly, in the last nineteen years, 
although in that time our population has in- 
creased by 30,000,000 or more. 

“The grain and other food crops such as 
potatoes and fruits were less this year by 
1,375,000,000 bushels than they were last 
year, or an average of thirteen bushels for 
every man, woman and child in the United 
States. Our wheat crop, for instance, was 
about 545,000,000 bushels, against 1,011,000,000 
bushels last year. This alone would have 
justified the present high price of wheat. 
Added to this, the wheat crops in Canada 
andthe Argentina were also short, and the 
Russian crop could not get into Europe, 
where it has been the chief competitor of 
American wheat. 

“Coincident with this situation in the crop 
shortage is the heavy demand from Europe 
of gold which has brought about a gold 


inflation. 
As to an — on foodstuffs, Mr. Ed- 
monds declares that such action would 


amount to a hold-up of the farmers. 


WILL “FINISH BUSINESS” 
BEFORE LEAVING OFFICE, 
DECLARES J. D. PRICE © 


Commissioner of Agriculture James D. 
Price, upon his return Friday from the South- 
ern Commercial congress at Norfolk, Va., 
stated that he will not resign as commission- 
er of agriculture to take up his duties as 
head of the experiment station until he has 
“finished up the business of his office.” 

Commissioner Price recently accepted the 
offer of the trustees of thé experiment sta- 
tion to take charge of it. His resignation 
has been anticipated at various times since, 
and there has been a good deal of speculation 
as to his probable successor in the office 
of the state department of agriculture. 

Commissioner Price’s statement is taken 
to mean that he will not resign before Jan- 
uary 1, and that it will, perhaps, be later 
than that. An acting superintendent is now 
in charge of the experiment station who, Mr. 
Price explained, could retain charge of things 
until he found himself able to take charge 
in person. Thus it might be even later than 
the first of the year before the commission- 
er assumes charge of his new office. 

Commissioner Price settled rumors that 
he might not resign by the statement that, 
“Providence permitting,’’ he would tender his 
resignation. 

It is currently reported that J. J. Brown, 
commissioner-elect, will receivé the appoint- 
ment to succe Mr. Price, in event of the 
latter’s resignation. 


No “Red Tape” Here, 
But Secretary Cook 
Has Purple in Plenty 


Secretary of State Phil Cook takes con- 
siderable pride in the fact that his office 
is highly lacking in “red tape.” This boast, 


though, cannot hold good when it comes to 
purple tape. There are feet and yards of it— 
almost miles of it. For the secretary of state 
is making out the commissions of the more 
than 1,800 justices of peace who were elected 
at the recent election. The law requires that 
the seal and a bit of royal purple ribbon be 
attached to each commission. It is estimated 
that it will take not less than 250 yards of 
purple tape to do the job. . 

Aside from that little task, one might 
mention the fact that each one of these com- 
missions has to be signed by_the governor 
and the secretary of state. It will take a 
week or ten days to complete the work. Such 
is the dignity of a Georgia justice of the 


peace.

Playing Around 12 Degree 
Mark—Cold and Clear for 
Christmas Is Promised. 


With the mercury playing about the 
12 degree mark, and the wind whistling 
through the uptown streets, Atlanta ex- 
perienced a winter night Friday such 
as it has not seen before during the 
year 1916. 

It may be that the old year, nearly 
ready to “cash in,” desired to leave 
something of especial note for the 
weather prophets to talk about during 
the many coming sessions around the 
barrel-shaped stove in the corner store. 
According to the weather forecaster, it 
will probably furnish much material 
for future ‘stories beginning with 
“Well, I tell yer. Back yander in ’16, 
jes’ before Chrismus, it were cold 
enough to freeze the horns off a billy- 
goat. I remember ” etc., ad in- 
finitum. 

Judging from the kind of weather 
which hit Atlanta Friday night, and the 
fact that there was no indication of a 
warmer spell right soon, the year 1916 
will be a banner year for coldness. 

Cold weather has visited Atlanta sev- 
eral times this fall, but the mercury 
dropped several degrees lower Friday 
than at any other time since winter 
flannels came into style this year. Even 
beginning back a's far as January 1 of 
this year there have been few days ap- 
proaching the cold of Friday. On Jan- 
uary 18. the mercury registered 14 
above, but Friday was a rip snorter to 
that day. . e 

A high wind which whipped around 
the corners of skyscrapers in the down- 
town district helped to drive the cold- 
ness home. It was a heavy overcoat 
and still heavier “unies” that succeed- 
ed in keeping Jack Frost on the out- 
side. 

Heavy frost that nipped what vege- 
tation there remained, fell Friday 
night and made a clean ‘sweep of gar- 
den truck and of flowers that were left 
outside the hothouse. Automobile radi- 
ators galore were frozen, and today the 
plumber is a busy man answering 
hurry-up calls from homes where the 


better half forgot to cut off the water 
last night. 
The cause of it all is a low area in 


the south and high areas in the west 
and north As they expiain it at the 
weather office, a low area acts as a 
drawing force for the cold regions rep- 
resented by the high areas, and for 
that reason the mercury is often put to 
flight. 

It is cold—but the weather man 
promises clear weather till after 
Christmas. He is also optimistic enough 
to intimate that there is a chance that 
the weather will warm up a bit, and 
that the winds will die down.

OVERTURES BY VILLA 
TO THE UNITED STATES 


Bandit Promises to Respect 
American Property and to 
Cease Killing Americans. 


El Paso, Tex., December 15.—A Mexi- 
can courier reached the border today 
from Francisco Villa’s camp at Creel, 
50 miles west of Minaca in the Guer- 
rero district of Chihuahua, with pro- 
posals for the United States govern- 
ment that Villa would refrain from the 
further destruction of foreign life and 
property in Mexico on condition that 
the United States would not interfere 
in any way with his campaign against 
the Carranza government. 

This was officially announced late to- 
day by a high representative of the 
government here, after Villa’s proposal 
had been forwarded to Washington by 
telegraph. 

Villa also offered to protect all for- 
eigners and their property from the 
raids of irresponsible bandits, it was 
also stated. This proposal included all 
Americans in Mexico, it was stated. 

At the camp where Villa had left his 
wounded in the Guerrero district, @ 
number of Carranza wounded were also 
being treated by Villa’s surgeons after 
they had promised to join the Villa 
army, the Mexican’s report to govern- 
ment agents stated. Villa had 8,000 
well-armed men, and 3,000 rifles in re- 
serve, the courier reported, and also & 
number of artillery pieces with him afid 
a supply of shells. 

From sources here known to be 
friendly to Villa, it was learned today 
that Villa was anxious to put himself 
in a better light with the United States 
government, and this was said to ac- 
count for the fact that no Americans 
or other foreigners, other than Chinese 
and Arabs, were killed in Chihuahua 
City during the five days Villa was in 
control. 


Washington, December 15.—Any 
suggestion of an agreement between 
the American government and Villa is 
regarded by administration officials as 
unworthy of consideration. 

No official report of Villa’s alleged 
proposal that an agreement under the 
terms of which he would cease killing

PUBLISHERS DEMAND 
PAPER AT FAIR PRICES 


Resolutions Adopted to Be 
Presented to the Federal 
Trade Commission.

' Washington, December 15.—Pwblish- 
ers representing most of the news- 
papers throughout the country passed 
resolutions here tonight to present to 
the federal trade commission tomorrow 
asking that the commission do all pos- 
sible to bring about the manufacture 
of an adequat@® supply of new's print 
paper to be sold at fair prices. Forty 
newspaper associations were repre- 
sented. 

The publishers were united in their 
determination that a conference called 
for tdmorrow between the trade com- 
mission and committees of publishers, 
paper brokers and manufacturers 
should take up not only the question of 
distribution but those of prices and 
increased production as well. The con- 
ference was called by the commission 
at the suggestion of manufacturers 
who proposed that it supervise distri- 
bution of the country’s news print 
paper supply. 

The resolution adopted by the pub- 
lishers sets forth that the associations 
have conferred and decided that, their 
interests being mutual, they would “in 
presenting their views to the commis- 
sion make clear that their aims are 
identical in so far as the news print
